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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed July 18 th , 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argUes that, "Day is completely silent on maintaining/generating a play 
list having fast forward and reverse streams associated with content stream". Day 
teaches the steps of maintaining a playlist (see column 6 lines 27-29) for streaming 
media content and further associating VCR control functionalities with the stream (see 
column 5, lines 43-45). The VCR controls and the playlist are both attributes of the 
media player program (see column 5, lines 37-41 ). Therefore the fast forward and 
reverse features are already associated with the playlist. Day merely lacks the step of 
using a content stream with a different playback rate (i.e. a different trick play stream) 
for the fast-forward and reverse playback features. Demoney discloses the step of 
having a plurality of trick play streams associated with a media content stream (see 
column 5, lines 4-10). Applicant further argues that, "prior art only teaches modifying a 
playlist for multimedia data files and not the tick plays". However, the recited claims do 
not present this limitation. Claim 8 recites, "session manager modifying the playlist in 
response to playlist modification commands received from the subscriber equipment, 
wherein a next stream in said playlist is spliced at an entry point associated with an exit 
point of a current stream being sent to the subscriber equipment". Furthermore, the 
modified system already teaches the step of "modifying the playlist in response to a 
playlist modification command" by changing the content stream in the playlist in 
response to trick play commands.
